carried completely through the machine in

4. If you cultivate for/tne flax, then as 
soon as the Bolls or Capsules are formed 
and while they ara yet in the milk, the crop 
must be pulled and spread thin upon the 
ground. If tho flax is left to grow till the 
seed is ripe, the harle or fibre is too coarse 
to make fine linen and caunot be made as 
white by blcaehiDg—If you cultivate for 
seed, pull vour flax as soon as the leaves 
begin to fall and the stalk show a bright 
yellow color and the bolls are turned a 
i little brown—when the flax is lodged, it 
I should be pulled immediately, and a great 
care is to be token in sorting the diflerent 
lengths to prevent waste in dressing and 
hackling or betcheling as it is called.— 

5 The crop alter being pulled k spread 
thin on the ground, must be turned from 
time to time until it in quite dry.—If it is 
put up green or damp or the bolls not per¬ 
fectly dry, it will no' clean well and is lia¬ 
ble to ferment and injure—you will hasten 
the drying of.it by standing it up on the 
butt loose and turning it occasionally inside 
out— 

6. The crop when sufficiently dry should 
io Jfcidle* or sheafs and taken 


less than one minute, and three lengths of 
hemp 'id a little more than a minute. 


It is estimated, that when driven by the 
proper power, the machine will clean one 
ton of flax plant or hemp. rot>edor unrol¬ 
led, in a day- And Mr. Dey exhibited and 
gave to each of uaa sample of flax, in a fine 
beautiful white state, resembling floss silk, 
which he estimates, from the experiment 
lie ban made, may be cleansed through the 
machine and reduced to its beautiful state, 
for about 2 cents a pound;—aud inlormed 
•is, that in doing it, he did not make use 
of any other preparation than Is to be 
found in every farmer’s house in abundance, 
irtd which was done after the flax bad 
passed through tbe machine.

To the People of the United Strifes. 

The two most prominent ca'iilidv**- for 
the next Presidency, are, Mr. Adam*, Se¬ 
cretary of State, and Mr. Crawford, Se¬ 
cretary of the Treasury. To enable you 
to make some estimate of the relative 
merits of these two p. r nonages, and .»f their 
fitness for the station to which each of 
them aspires, it may he well for you seri¬ 
ously to consider the ficts stated in 'bis 
communication. 

The official situation of the Secretary 
of State is peculiarly favorable, at this 
juncture, to his becoming the most popular 
member of the administration. He has 
nothing to do with providing “the ways and 
means’’ for the support of 'be government, 
and but little agency in disbursing the pub¬ 
lic money, on arcount of which such enor¬ 
mous abuies and defalcations have taken 
place, and respecting which the public at¬ 
tention has, at length, been roused. Nor 
ban he at this time, any diplomatic business 
of much importance to trmi'act The 
only ways and means, therefore, which be 
has to contemplate or devise, are those 
which will be the most likely to discomfit 
hi* competitors and place himself in pow¬ 
er, In this respect no is following the 
planofaome ol his illustrious predecessors. 
They found out, that the right way to tto 
hearts of the most influential members of 
con grate was directly duw.i their throats, 
hence we now see this economical, if not pe 
nurinug, New England gentleman, unking 
levees and giving ,feasts twice and thrice a 
week, at an expense, as every body must 
know, far beyond the income from his office. 
Cannot even the veriest simpleton in the 
country perfectly understand this? But 
I admit that, abstractedly, we have no¬ 
thing to do with Mr. Adams’ parties, or 
His expenses; and bad it not been thai I 
hail something else to say about him, in 
which the people are concerned, I should 
sever have written a word about him or 
his entertainments. 

I h*ve already said, that Mr'.- Adams 
has but little agency in disbursing the pub. 
lie money—there being, comparatively 
speaking, but little placed under the con 
trol of the department of state Rut as, 
(according to vulgar saying) ‘'straws will 
sometimes show us wiiich way the wind 
blows,” we may be enabled to form a tul- 


ruler. Hut, it may be asked, admitting 
that the Secretary of State ha* done ail 
this, what injury wilt the public sustain by 
it? The amount of money here spoken of, 
i’ i* true, is not very large—not exceeding, 
perhapa, one hundred thousand dollars— 
therefore, in tbi* particular case, no very 
great injury could arise except that, by 
sanctioning abuses and illegal acts of this 
sort, others may be tempted to ‘oo and 
do likewise,’ until at last the ‘wheels of 
the government’ might stop for want of the 
wherewithal to make t‘ em move. Indeed 
it is a solemn fact, and upon record, that 
the public treasure of (he nation does, some 
how or another, find its way into almost 
every local banking institution, (and many 
if them rotten to the core) where individ¬ 
ual public agent* happen to be either Pres¬ 
idents or Directors, or Stockholders/ or 
connected with the said Presidents, Di¬ 
rectors and Stockholders of Hie and insti¬ 
tutions- This will account for the c mtin 
u -d increase of the ‘unavailable funds,’ 
which our rulers have, (but very lately) 
discovered to be on haud; and also for the 
over drawings of the Treasury on the U 
niled States’ Bank; tor which the public 
w charged with interest, let who will say 
to the contrary. All this lucunveuience 
aud expense, not to mention the loss of 
public character, aud the psostration of the 
public raoran, might have been prevented 
by pursuing a plain, honest and legal 
course; such u one as every man of com 
mon feeling and integrity would advise bin 
son or hit friend to pursue in bis inter, 
course with the world. But it seems thai 
every thing must he done by our great 
(oiks, our politicians and office seekers, by 
trick and by management —taking jt for 
granted as it wuuld seem, that common 
sense, aud common honesty too, have fled 
the land. 

For the present l take my leave of the 
Secretary of State for thfe porpose of pay¬ 
ing my respects to his opponent—the Se- 
c etary -f the t rea-rery. 

It ia a trite saying, and, in the general, 

I believe, a true one—that ‘a house divided 
against it-elf must fall ’—That there is » 
schism in our ‘Cabinet,’ there can I ima¬ 
gine be no doubt. This may remind us 
another dage—equally portentous to 

these ;reat combitanis—that ‘when ****** 
fall oui honest men come by their own,’) 
That either of these gentlemen will ever| 


was, to all intents aud purposes, a loan— 
the whole of which is nut paid to this day, 
hr, at any rate, was not four .veeks ago. 

If 'he Secretary of the Treasury can right¬ 
fully, cause an account- to he opened in 
whatever Bank nr place he pleases in the 
name of the I reasurer of the United 
States, and then direct the public treas re 
tube taken from its legitimate place of 
deposite, and ti-an-ferretl to S’ ch a Bank 
or place, it will givt him complete and ab¬ 
solute power and control over tne national 
revenue There need, in such case, be no 
law directing where the public inouies shall 
be lodged for salekeeping; and the constitu¬ 
tional provision that ‘no money shall be 
drawn from the Treasury, but in conse 
quence of appropiiations made by law,’ 
will becume a mere nullity and dead leiter 
Under such circumstances and practices 
every available dollar in the public trea— 
ury might be taken out o' it, while, at the 
same time, the apparent balance in it, 
made up, as it now is, from accounts and 
exhibited on paper, might amount to sev¬ 
eral millions ol dollars. This is all per¬ 
fectly familiar to those members of Con¬ 
gress and others who are conversant with 
the public accounts, aud who have made 
‘the Treasury system' a part of their 
study. 

As one of the people having some inter 
eat at stake in common with others being 
neither a wisher nor expectant fur any of¬ 
fice, nnd actuated solely b> a desire to 
promote the general welfare, I would re¬ 
spectfully recommend to our repr senta- 
tives now assembled, to ask from the treas¬ 
ury department the following information; 

1 A detailed statement, looking back¬ 
wards tor at least lour years from this time, 
showing in quarterly exhibits, the amount 
of public money standing to the credit of 
the treasurer of the United States, in the 
b'ioks of the several hanks of the United 
States’ where the public money has been 
depo-Hed. 

2. A similar statement showing the a- 
mount of public money 'ranslcrrcd from 
one bank to another, designating the banks; 
the time when such transfer was made, and 
Hip cause for making it 

3. A similar statement shewing in what 
ba iks special deposite* of me public money 
were iiiado-— the time when—and where¬ 
fore. 

4. A particular statement, showing the

Now, I would u-k, with what propriety, 
or from what motive, 'he Secretary of 
State recently drew about one hundred

■—or what is the same thing, out of the 
Branch Bank at Washington where the 
money was deposited, to the credit of the 
Treasurer of the United States—and pU- 
ced it in the Bank of the Metropolis? 
That he did so, I have no dou t—'or the 
fact wa* communicated to me from the 
Very best authority. The local banks of 
the District of Columbia have no right to 
have the public money deposited in them, 
either to Mr. Adams’ credit, or to the cre¬ 
dit of any body else—with the exception, 
perhaps, of one bank only, in Alexandria, 
where it may be more convenient to collect 
the custom house bond*. Whether this 
money, therefore, was, alter it was drawn 
from the Treasury placed to Mr. Adams’ 
individual credit, or to the credit of the 
Treasurer of the United Stales, the act 
incorrect and illegal.

of the public money, and Ibis too at a peri, 
od when tlte moil aboimfiuble frauds were 
committed on or in that institution by the 
leceipt of between thirty and forty thou¬ 
sand dollars of its owo notex, (all of one 
denomination —!o uni 10U dollars) oy its 
own officers; aud which notes,as since al- 
ledgcd, were all counterfeits! The run on 
Ibe bank was so great, I understand, by the 
presentation for payment of these spurinu- 
notes, that application was made to the 
United States’ Treasury for aid. The 
required aid, it seems, was given; and thus 
the people’s money was moat unworthily 
and illegally employed to keep up the tot¬ 
tering credit of an ill managed, if not rotten 
institution- Now I ask, where is to be 
found tbe law or the authority to justify a

e told, tliat this was not a formal loao of 
money, because it -vas a transfer of so 
much from the account ol the Treasurer 
of fhe United States in the Branch Bauk.

The Committee oo Internal Improvements, 
to whom was referred the memorial of 
the citizens ot Baltimore, relating to 
the improvement of the River Susque¬ 
hannah, beg leave to report:-*- 
T.iat from the importance of the subject, 
and from the particular aid asked for by 
the Memorialists, they are induced to make 
a separate report; in order that the house 
may be early possessed of the subject. 
Your committee would think it superfluous 
to dwell much on the importance of the 
trade of the Susquehannah. It is suffi¬ 
cient to refer to tbe very peculiar geograph- 
ica' features ot this river, with respect to 
the state of Maryland, and to the manner 
in which it penetrates and pervades the 
greatest and wealthiest parts of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and finally seeks its outlet in the 
state uf Maryland. That this main artery 
of Pennsylvania should conduct its lorce 
and strength into our state, isa^ift of na¬ 
ture which cannot be too much prized or 
too carefully cherished. But that labor 
which is attached to the acquisition of the 
most important goods of life, is necessary 
to the full enjoyment of the advantages 
which the Susquehannah offers to us. Id 
• lie latter part of its course, this noble ri 
ver is impeded by rocks, and in its passage 
through hills of granite, the channel he 
comes crooked and winding, the bed une¬ 
ven, and tbe waters rapid, rough and dun 
gernut to tbe navigator, much has been 
done to smooth these obstacles, and it >s 
wi'b muQi satisfaction that the committee 
are enabled to state their impression, that 
the navigation of the river bas gradual y 
been much improved since the time when 
was thought impracticable to venture 
to navigate it in any manner with safety.

river to the town of Columbia. From 
the same authority it would appear that the 
belief in the practicability of ascending the 
river in loaded boats was becoming so con- 
6rmed, that several boats were building 
for that express purpose, and persons pre¬ 
paring to pursue the regular business of 
transporting goods and produce on the ri¬ 
ven The effurtjahould be carefully cher¬ 
ished, and as the statements of all these 
persons concur, that from ten to filteen 
thousand dollars would most essentially 
benefit the navigation, tbe aid thus requir¬ 
ed should be promptly afforded them 
Your committee have had an estimate 
put into t|ieir hands by.the commissioners 
appointed by the litizeuB of Baltimore 
from which it appears that about nine 
hundred and twenty five rafts ol lumber, 
averaging each twenty five thousand feet, 
and five hundred and thirty five arks loaded 
with various productions ol tbe country, 
have descended the waters ot tbe Susque- 
hannah to the Chesapeake, during the pre¬ 
sent year. The value of this prope-ty at 
a lair estimate, although prices have been 
extremely low and sales unusually languid, 
is not less t.lan one million, one hundred 
and twenty thousand dollars. From the 
best information it would appear that not 
more than one tenth part of the above sum 
is expended for retum goods or otherwise 
in Maryland, and that all tbe rest, forming 
the great mass, is remitted to Philadelphia 
or New York, to be laid out in goods and 
merchandize there- The establishment of 
a bout navigation up the Susquehannah, 
would secure the investment and expendi. 
lure of this large sum, amounting in tbe 
present year to a million of dollars, within 
the state of Maryland, and (he reasonable 
profits on which, would increase the 
wealth and revenues of the state, and give 
employment to a number of ber citizens, 
at (he same time the improvement of the 
navigation would every year increase the 
quantity of produce brought down, the ex 
ports of Maryland would mount up, her re¬ 
venue flourish in the multiplication of tbe 
objects of taxation, retailers and ordinary 
licences be more productive, and an activi¬ 
ty be given to the employment of capital 
which would naturally attract it to us from 
other quarters, and the benefits would be 
transferred through the whole slate. 

Your committee would add to these 
general arguments, that the city of Phila¬ 
delphia is ao fully aware of the great im 
portauce of the trade of the Susquehannah 
that at various times they have projected 
canals to unite its waters with those of the 
Schuylkill up to the town of Reading, with 
a view of leading a canal thetice through 
the Tulpebackenbud the Swatara Creeks 
to unite with the Susquehannah. Liberal 
aid has been given to this company bv the 
state becoming the guarantee for the punc¬ 
tual payment of the interest on the stock 
for the term of twenty years. The work 
has been partly laid out, k the labor will be 
speedily commenced under the auspices of 
a wealthy and persevering community, 
stimulated by the keenest motives of self-

calcareous earth, to the standard of fertili¬ 
ty . This would be so expensive, that such 
b'vils may be considered almost ucimprovc- 
able.
